The heav y rain of Saturday night 
was destructiv e in its force and many 
of the hilly streets of the city are so 
badly washed that they are dangerons. 
Should they be left in this condition 
through the winter they would not 
only endanger the safety of those who 
driv e, but they would become much 
worse before they could be repaired in 
the spring. 
While it is known that the ap­ 
portionment made by the city council 
for street repairs has been exhausted 
yet it would be far from economy to 
leav e the streets In such a condition. 
A hundred dollars spent now in re­ 
pairs would probably sav e fiv e hun­ 
dred dollars In repairs next year 
should the streets be left to the action 
of further storms. When water has 
started a channel in a street succes­ 
siv e storms soon do destructiv e work 
which not only endangers the public 
safety but multiplies the expense of 
repairs. 
The city’s laws must prov ide some 
means for emergency repairs, abov e 
the amount of appropriation if need 
be, for what would be the result 
should a bridge be washed out, or 
other serious dam age done? Warrants 
could readily be cashed to an amount 
sufficient to sav e the streets. No new 
work would, of course, be taken up. 
We understand the city council will 
hold a special meeting soon to consider 
the question of sav ing the streets 
which hav e been washed into gullies1 
by the storm.

drowned, and a horse owned by J ohn 
Hafner was struck and killed by light- 
ning. 
J ames Wadsworth, liv iDg on the 
Raymond farm south of Dixon, lost 
fiv e cattle by lightning while they 
were in pasture. 
W. W. Vann of this city lost all 
his painting tools in the J acob Liev an 
fire. 
He expected to go to work 
painting there Monday morning. His 
loss will be about $15. 
The foundation of the wagon bridge 
across the Elkhorn at Milledgev ille 
was washed out and the big bridge 
thrown into the torrent. The bridge 
was about fifty feet long and was of

Alcohol Vinegar.—This Is the least 
desirable of any for home ust*. 
It is 
made by using one part nicohoi to four 
parts water. 
It is fermented with 
yeast as in the foregoing recipe or by 
the German process of filtering through 
be*H?h shaviugs, but this is a laborious 
undertaking and iwt adapted to do­ 
mestic purposes. 
Blackberry or Raspberry Viuegar.- 
Cover one qtiart berries w’ith strong 
vinegar. 
Ix*t stand two w’eeks. Then 
mash the berries and strain the whole 
over one qnart fresh benrlos. Ltd stand 
a wt*ek, then mash anti strain again. 
To each quart of vinegar add one 
pound sngar, bring to the boiling point, 
skim and bottle while hot, using sound 
new corks. 
This furnishes a grateful 
acid on hot days, diJuted with water 
and pourt*d over cracketl Ice. 
It also 
makes a refreshing beverage for the 
sick. 
Spiced Vinegar.—This gives a pleas­ 
ing flavor of caulitlower, cabbage, cu­ 
cumbers and many salads. It is made 
as follows: For each gallon of good 
vinegar slice six small garlics, six on­ 
ions, two horseradish roots, four ounces 
bruiseti ginger root, tw’o ouuo**s each 
black pepiier and allspice, uuground 
and four ounces mustard seed. Ihit all 
in a stone jar and set on the back of 
the store where It wTU simmer for 
about ten hours. Then strain and bot­ 
tle for use or set away In the jar. 
Ceii ry Vinegar.—This Is an excellent 
flavor to soup.s, gravi<*s, etc.

By what mental proe- 
e.ss he arrived at these answ’ors In* 
could not explain. 
Here again is a question which 
George Bidder, the son of a Devonshire 
laborer, answered, at the age brTwelve, 
in one minute. 
It was put to him in 
the London Stock Exchange: “If the 
pendulum of a clock vibrates the dis­ 
tance of nine inches and three-quarters 
in a second of time, liow’ many Inches 
will It vibrate in tho course of seven 
years, fourteen days, two hours, one 
minute and fll’ty-six seconds, each year 
of 3GÜ days, 5 hours, 48 minutes aud 55 
seconds?” 
Within the minute the boy had an- 
sw’ered 
correctly—2,165,02.5,744%; 
in 
miles, 34,178 miles, 475 yards, 2 feet 
and thre<>-quarters of an inch.

M. Ar­ 
ago repcat(Hl this question, but while 
he was finishing the last w’ord the boy 
replied correctly, “The number Is five.” 
Tw’o thing.s strike you about this ex­ 
traordinary congénital faculty, its mys- 
tcriousness and its uselessness. In ex­ 
emplification of the two take the case 
of .Tedediah Buxton.
